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THE COTTON SITUATION. 


By Cor. Atrrep B. SHEPPERSON. 


[Written for the Manufacturers’ Record.] 


The highest prices for cotton in this 
market since September 1 were reached 
on April 28, when middling uplands sold 
at 9% cents, May delivery 9.70, July de- 
livery 9.65, August delivery 9.40, Sep- 
8.65, October delivery

prices indicated, in my opinion, the cul- 


tember delivery 
8.38 and November delivery 8.26. 
mination of the “bull” campaign, which 
has been so earnestly pushed since De 
cember. 

Since the date of the high prices named 
the tendency has been to a lower level, and 
the closing prices of yesterday (May 5) 
showed a decline from the high-water 
mark of three-eigpths of a cent on spot 
cotton and forty-six to fifty-six hun 
dredths of a cent on future deliveries for 
this crop, and sixteen to twenty-four hun 
dredths on future deliveries for the next 
crop. 

As the very sharp decline on the 5th 
inst. was largely due to the demoralization 
in the stock market, with consequent dear 
ness of money, there was an improvement 
today of an eighth of a cent in spot cotton 
and ten to seventeen hundredths in “fu- 
tures,” on account of higher prices and 
easier money in Wall street. 

It will be recalled that in December last 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture issued an estimate of the cotton crop, 
in which it made the yield equivalent to 
about 9,300,000 bales of current weights. 
Estimates of like import soon followed 
from other sources, and these low-crop 
estimates were insisted upon with great 
pertinacity and urged as a strong argu- 
ment for higher prices. 

As the movement of the crop demon 
strated the utter fallacy of these low esti- 
mates, the most elaborate statements 
were then published to create the belief 
that owing to the greatly-increased con 
sumption of the American mills and the 
large exports of cotton, that there would 
soon not be left in the country sufficient 
of the raw material for the requirements 
of our own mills, and that famine prices 
for cotton must ensue, 

These 


which greatly underestimated the supply 


plausibly-written statements, 
and overestimated the consumption, cre 
ated a general public sentiment so favor- 
able to cotton that speculation carried 
prices to a point which caused many spin- 
ners to materially curtail the manufacture 
of yarns, 

The influence of speculation is but tem 
porary, and the price of cotton is made 
by the supply available for spinners and 
the extent of their legitimate require 
ments. 

According to the New York Cotton Ex- 
change, 9,722,000 bales of the American 
cotton crop had come into sight to May 2. 
As the figures of “cotton brought into 
sight” embrace the excess of stock in 
twenty-eight important interior towns 
over their stock on August 31, and as the 
“commercial crop” figures take no ac- 
count whatever of the interior town 
stocks, a better idea of the probable ex 
tent of the

There can be no question that the mills 
of Europe, America, India and Japan are 
fairly well stocked with cotton, and that 
while the trade for goods and yarns is 





better in this country than abroad, it is 
not really “booming” with activity and 
prosperity anywhere. 

Business is better than last year, but 
lust season was one of great discourage- 
ment to cotton manufacturers all over the 
world. 

The new cotton crop is having a good 

start. It is a little backward in some sec- 
tions, but early in others. The weather 
for the past two weeks has been exceed- 
ingly favorable in most sections of the 
cotton belt, and the crop is making good 
progress. It is too soon to form positive 
opinions respecting acreage, as the re- 
ports are somewhat conflicting. The price 
of coiton during the season for prepara- 
tiou of land and for planting has much 
intluence on the extent of the acreage, and 
it is certain that the recently ruling prices 
for “spot cotton” and for “futures” for 
the new crop have been a strong induce- 
meut to farmers to plant all the cotton 
they can, 
*There has been much talk of an in- 
creased acreage in grain in some sections 
of the South, and a corresponding reduc- 
tion in the acreage in cotton, but these 
statements should be taken with many 
srains of allowance when it is remem- 
bered that a large acreage was given to 
corn in the cotton States last year, and 
had the crop not been a failure there, as 
all over the country, the South would have 
had an ample supply. Failures of the 
corl Crop do not usually occur two years 
ilk SUCCESSION, and the same acreage in 
corn as last year in the South would 
doubtless produce suflicient for all require- 
ments, 


There is always a ready market foi 





cotton in every town in the South, but 
there is no market there for surplus corn, 
except when the crop is generally a failure. 

At present prices for cotton it would 
seem a fairly safe proposition for the 
average Southern farmer to plant all the 
cotton he can cultivate properly, and only 
sufficient grain for his actual require- 
ments. As the Southern farmer is not 
lacking in common-sense, it may be quite 
safely assumed that he will pursue about 
the course I have indicated. He may 
counsel his neighbors to plaut more corn 
and less cotton, but the louder he talks on 
this line the more likely he will be to do 
exactly the other way himself. 

My present advices indicate an acreage 
in cotton equal to last season, with the 
probability of some increase, 

An increase in cotton acreage at the ex- 
pense of food and forage crops sufficient 
for home requirements might prove most 
unfortunate for the South, Had the con- 
ditions been favorable, the yield of cotton 
on the acreage of the present crop would 
have been more than ample for the re- 
quirements of the spinners, Such an over- 
production of cotton as to leave large sur- 
plus stocks in the world’s markets always 
depresses prices, and often to the extent 
of forcing them below the actual cost of 
production, 

Tor the sake of the South’s prosperity 
it is earnestly hoped that her farmers 
have not been beguiled by the speculative 
advance in cotton into planting so large 
an acreage as to cause a dull and dragging 
market for actual cotton during the re- 
mainder of this season, and ruinously low 
prices for next season,
